pecrecy was maintained, but it can be said 
with good authority that General Garcia 
‘was present. The meeting lasted an hour 
and a half. 

The information obtained is to the effect 
that the Cuban situation was thoroughly re- 


Viewed and that it was resolved to disband 


the Cuban army and that the United States 


‘should pay the men off. This involves the 


expenditure of $15,000,000, but ft is most im-

There is a rumor here that the Cubans are 
planning to attack the City of Santiago as 
goon as the American troops are withdrawn.

Santiago, Aug. 15.—The following is Gen- 
eral Lawton’s address to his staff, a part 
of which will shortly return home: 

Headquarters Second Diviston, Fifth 
Army Corps, Santiago de Cuba, Aug. 14 
Being ordered to other duty, the under- 
signed hereby relinquishes the command of 
the Second Division of the Fifth Army 
Corps and in so doing desires to express 
to the officers and enlisted men of his com- 
mand his thanks for and appreciation of the 
gallant and soldierly manner in which the 
duties and labors required of them have 
been performed, the character of which is 
almost unparalleled in severity, danger, and 
importance. 

“The second division, established a little 
more than two months ago, proceeded al- 
most immediately to embark for t ex- 
pedition to Santiago. Arriving off that coast 
it was the first to disembark and the first 
American military force to land on Cuban 
soil. Without delay or waiting to secure 
rations, baggage, or other necessaries and 
conveniences of any kind, the division pro- 
ceeded to Siboney, compelling the garrison 
there to retire and capturing the town. The 
division then resumed the advance towards 
Santiago, laboring night and day amid try-

Blanco’s Farewell Address. 
Havana, Aug. 15.—General Blanco today 


published the following address to the in- 
| habitants of Cuba: 

It having been resolved by the Madrid 
| government to conclude peace with the 


United States, I consftder my mission in this 
country ended and have solicited my re- 
Hef from duty. I could not urge upon you 
a pacific solution of the existing struggle, 
when not long ago I advised you to main- 
tain the war in any event. 

“I came to the Island of Cuba, as is well 
known to all, in critical circumstances, with- 
out fear of the difficulties which I must en- 
counter and animated by the hope of pacify~ 
ing the island and saving it for Spain, with 
the codperation of all political parties, and 
without any other ambition than to render 
a service’ to my country, which I so fer- 
vently love. The lack of faith and the dis- 
trust of some and the prejudices and errors 
of others were insuperable obstacles to my 


desires and aspirations, but despite these 


grave difficulties perhaps the day was not 
far distant when we could have seen real- 
ized so happy a purpose, though one so con- 


trary to the wishes of the enemies of our 


race and the domination of America.

GERMAN CONSUL CONFIRMS THE NEWS.. 
Hongkong, Aug. 16.—The German Consul in this city 
makes the statement that the outskirts of Manila were 
bombarded by the Americans and that the city surrendered... 
No damage was done to the city proper, only the out- 
skirts being bombarded. The date of the bombardment was 
unknown to the German Consul, who refuses to say more. 
General Augusti told a friend that Admiral Dewey de- 
manded the surrender of Manila jn an hour. The Spaniards 
declined to surrender, and Dewey began the bombardment, 
when the Spaniards hoisted a white flag. General Augusti 
immediately jumped into a German launch which was in 
waiting and went to the Kaiserin Augusta, which sailed be- 
fore the bombardment’ was concluded. The bombardment 
occurred on the 13th. ‘

DEWEY OPENS AND CLOSES WAR 


Begins with Sinking a Spanish Fleet 
and Ends by Taking the 
‘City of Manila.” 


Never before has it fallen to the lot of any 
single commander, either naval or military, 
in go brief a war to win so large a share 


Dewey by virtue of the part he has played 
in this nation’s war with Spain, or to be 
heralded as the victor in both the opening 
and closing engagements of an epoch-mak- 
ing conflict. For it was Dewey’s fleet that 
fred the first shot and sank and burned a 
squadren that Spain had counted upon as 
one of its main reliances for the war, and it 
was Dewey's fleet that completed the work 
begun on the first day of May when on 

Saturday last, ignorant of the signing of the 
protocol, it took the City of Manila and made 
the grasp of the United States upon the 
Philippine Islands secure. 

Though later events in their succession 
have almost crowded the memory of Dewey’s 
first great achievement in the late war out 
of the public mind, his bombardment and 
capture of Manila recalls his earlier work as 
A most brilliant achievement of the war. 
For with boldness and dash that set the 
world agog with wonder, under cover of night 
he stole into the mined and fortified harbor 
of Manila, and on the morning of May 1. 
with a squadron of seven fighting ships, 
braved the land battéries and torpedoes at 
Cavite and dealt out destruction to a fleet of 
eleven ships under Admiral Montejo. 

Thus, within two weeks of the time when 
Spain became the declared enemy of, the 
United States, Dewey had struck the first 
swift and decisive blow that gave the world 
a foretaste of what the steady nerves and 
dauntiess hearts of American seamen should 
accomplish in battle with the Dons, a blow 
that at once proclaimed the American navy 
as one of the formidable factors in the em- 
pire of the seas. ; x 

Thrée hundred Spanish sailors were killed, 
400 wounded, and more taken prisoners in 
that first sea fight begun in the gray of the 
early morning off Cavite. 


Montejo’s Fleet Destroyed. 

Ignoring the warning. of mines ahead, 
trusting in Aguinalkdo, the insurgent leader, 
as his guide, Dewey steamed through the 
harrow channel guarded by the three forts 
om Corregidor Island at the mounth of Manila 
Bay at 3 a. m. on May 1. determined to find 
and destroy the Spanish fleet. As soon as it 
was light—only a few minutes after 5 o'clock 
he sighted the enemy’s ships, drawn up 
across the mouth of Cavite harbor and 
flanked by strongland batteries. The watch- 
word of the seamen in his fleet ever since 
they had known that fighting was imminent 
nad been Remember the Maine,“ and under 
this signal the ships steamed into action. 

Dewey’s flagship, the Olympia, led the 
line, and signaled back to the Baltimore, the 
Petrel, the Concord, and the Boston, follow- 
ing in order, to withhold their fire until 
within good range. For twenty minutes 
after the Spanish had opened fire from bat- 
tleships and land batteries the Olympia. 
swift and silent, plowed straight ahead 
towards Montejo’s flagship, the cruiser 
Reina Christina. Then the order came to 
fire. In ten minutes one of the Spanish ves- 
seis was ablaze. Not an American vessel 
had been as much as scratched. . 
». Cireling back and forth in frént of the 
enemy's ships, drawing nearer to them with 
each turn, Dewey’s fleet for more than two 
hours kept pouring a deadly fire at the 
Spanish ships. After a rest of nearly three 
hours out of range the American ships 
steamed back into action, and at 12:40 p. 
} m. the Spanish Admiral surrendered. 
Eleven Spanish ships had been sunk of 
burned. Not an American had been killed, 
only eight were wounded, and the damage 
to Dewey's fleet was estimated at only a 
few thousands of dollars. 


: Manila at His Mercy. 


Since that time, though of another sort, 
Admiral Dewey's services to the United 
States have been of almost equal importance. 
He at once served notice on Manila that there 
must be no firing on the American fleet or 
tefcity would be shelled, and he has remained 
in the harbor to enforce the observance of 
neutrality and to protect from the ravages 
of uncivilized ineurgents the city which from 
the first has been at his mercy... He has also 
captured since then the Spanish gunboat 
Callao, whose commander steamed into the 
bay on May 12, ignorant of Montejo's fate. 
and has seized numerous merchant ships 
that have sought to evade blockade regula- 
tions and land supplies for the Spanish. 

On May 7, upon receiving news of Dewey’s 
victory, Congress sent its thanks to Dewey, 
and on May 11 it confirmed his promotion to 
the rank of Rear Admiral. 

On May 19 Admiral Dewey prevented the 
German Consul from landing provisions at 
Manila, and at every point checked at- 
tempted aggressions on the part of Admiral 
von Diedrichs. 

On May 31, after the insurgents under 
Aguinaldo had driven the Spanish outposts 
into the city, Dewey prevented the insurgent 
forces from taking the city. He granted

DISGUSTED WITH ALGER. 


Rough Riders’ Colonel and Gen. :

Washington, D. C., Aug. 15.—[Special.]— 
Rumors were current at the War depart- 
ment this afternoon that Colonel Roosevelt | 
will resign his commission in the army as 
soon as he is released from quarantine at 
Montauk Point. It is asserted that Colonel 
Roosevelt is displeased with the treatment 
of Secretary Alger in making public a let- 
ter which was of a personal nature. 

Simultaneously with this comes the rumor 
that the st United States Cavalry, or the 
Rough Riders, as the command is better 
known, is desirous of being made a part of 


of the Rough Riders, it ie true, especially 
among the New York club men, will not want 
to remain in the service after the war is 
over, but there is a large part of the reg- 
iment which will ask that their command 
be attached to the regular army establish- 
ment. To do this would take a special act of 
Congress, and it is probable that such a bill 
will be introduced at the coming session. 


Disembark at Camp Wikoff. — 
Camp Wikoff, Montauk Point, N. Y., 
Aug. 15.—Colonel Roosevelt and six troops 
of his famous Rough Riders and General 
Joe Wheeler, with four troops of the Third 
Regular Cavalry, disembarked from the 
Transpert Miami at 12 o'clock today in a 
scene of wiid enthusiasm. 
The Miami lay this morning at anchor 
inside of Fort Pond Bay, but at 11:30 o’clock- 
it was seen to start toward the steamship 
pier. The. news that the famous leaders 
and their returning troopers were about to 
isembark read through the camp like 
lidfire, and crowds began to run toward 
the pier. Iathe front rank were the Rough 
Riders whoticame from Tampa last week, 
aud who ha@ asked ssion to do guard 
duty on the pier. Before the Miami reached 
the pler the roof of every freight car and 
every other vantage point near by was 
crowded with spectators. The cheering be- 
gan as soon as General Wheeler and Colonel 
Roosevelt were discerned on the deck of the 
Miami, and continued with hardly an inter- 
ruption till the last man was ashore and 
well on his way toward the detention camp. 
General Young was on the pier with his 
staff, and he was the first to greet General 
Wheeler and Colonel Roosevelt as they 
stepped upon the pier. The Rough Riders 
followed close after their leaders. They 
marched down the gang plank in double 
column. They showed the effects of their 
arduous campaigning. All wore their ragged 
and mud stained campaign uniforms, al- 
most all were pale and hollow-eyed, and 
some were so weak that they were hardly 
able to walk. A few were guided and half 
supported by their comrades as they left 
the ship. Wagons which were in walting 


took these to the detention camp over the 
hill, while the other troopers marched in 
columns of four. 


As Strong as a Bull Moose. 


Colonel Roosevelt was the sturdiest look- 
ing man on the Miami. He was sunburned. 
and apparently in perfect health. The 
Rough Riders’ leader wore his campaign 
uniform, which was much the worse for 
wear. “I’m as strong as a bull moose,” he 
said, as General Young greeted him. 
Were you wounded?’ some one asked. 

A man 
in the crowd told him of Croker’s remark 
that no man could be Governor now unless 
he was wounded, and Roosevelt laughed long 
and heartily. He would not discuss politics, 
however, as he said that he did not know 
anything about the situation. A man whose 
face was fairly blue from his exertions in 
the cheering yelled’ from a freight car 
near by:

“Of course I am proud of my regiment. 
There was never such another. Infifty days 
it was raised, organized, equipped, armed, 
mounted, put in tranepofts, ‘carried to Cuba, 
and put through two victorious fights The 
record that they made, I think, will be hard 
to beat. 
“It is mainly a Southwestern regiment— 
from New Mexico, Arizona, Indian Territory, 
and Oklahoma. We have men from almost 
every State in the union—Maine, California, 
New York, Massachusetts, Texas, Louisiana, 
every where—and itis a thoroughly American 
regiment.

CARE FOR FIRST REGIMENT. 


Preparations in Chicago Wait on Ad- 
vice from Colonel Henry L. Turner 
Concerning His Command. 


Preparations for care of the First Illinois 
troops upon their arrival at Montauk Point 
wait at present upon advice from Colonel 
Henry L. Turner. The Illinois Army and 
Navy league does not yet know the date of 
the arrival or the condition of the troops. 
It is not even assured officially that the 
First will be among the troops camped on 
Long Island.

Shafter Reaches the Front. 


Shafter had at last got to the front at 
Lawton’s headquarters, and next day we 
were to take up a commanding position out- 
pide Santiago. That was all the General 
knew; his division commanders had, ar- 
ranged things pretty well between them- 
selves, and Shafter knew about as much 
of the topography of the country in front 
of him as the mule knew which drew hfs 
buckboard. Late on the night of June 30 one 
of the attachés came to our tent and told 
us what was going to happen next morning. 

“They call it taking up an artillery po- 
gition,” he said. “My own belief is that 
they are going right in, and you may look 
put for a dirty day’s work.” 

The orders were for Kent and Wheeler, 
with their divisions on left and center, to 
attack the San Juan position, while Lawton 
was to take Caney on the right and come

Caney, of course, was regarded as a mere 
mouthful to be swallowed before breakfast, 
and San Juan was the main object of at- 
tack.

A well-known 
veteran of the civil war, I have been told, 
won his promotion by storming a hill and 
capturing a battery against all orders, when 
it was just touch and go with him whether 
he should run to the rear or run forward. 
To the honor of our men at the front on 
July 1 it must be said that the thought of 
retreat never seemed to have entered their 
heads. But it is equally certain that they

How the Day Was Won.

Shaftcr, meanwhile, two miles in the rear, 
where he could see nothing at all, only knew 
that Lawton was checked at Caney, and 
was doing all he could to hold back the other 
two divisions on the San Juan road. Only 
those who went down the lane that day can 
have any conception of what the disaster 
would have been if Shafter’s orders had been 
attended to. As it was, the narrow road was 
full of wounded men crowding back to the 
rear, and so ignorant was every one of what 
was going on that even after our men had 
got up the hill there were temporary scares 
back in the lane, and on more than one oc- 
casion there was a regular stampede for 
fiye minutes or so. If the men had been held 
there an hour longer can any one suppuse 
that the bravest troops in the world could 
have stood the strain? Already they had 
been under fire for an hour and a half when 
they began the charge, and their numbers 
were being decimated then. Another hour 
of waiting would have meant terrible slaugh- 
ter and a final retreat which, in a few min- 
— would have developed into a horrible 
rou 


Army’s Fate in the Balance. 


For a few minutes the fate of an army was 
in the balance; it was a question of obedi- 
ence to impossible orders with the certainty 
of retreat and disaster, or disobedience to 
orders and an advance which at least meant 
honorable death. Fortunately the fighting 
instinct of the men prevailed, and their 
courage was rewarded, for it soon became 
obvious that the nearer they got to the 
Spanish trenches the safer they were from 
the bullets. 

As I have already explained elsewhere, 
the Spanish trenches were so dug along the 
side of the hill that it was impossible to 
shoot right down in front without crawling 
out of the trenches and risking exposure, 
and that was not the way in which the Span- 
lards were fighting. Consequently hardly 
any of our men were hit after they got 
within 500 yards of the trenches, and the 
valor of the soldiers was rewarded by tem- 
porary immunity from danger as they 
stormed the heights. ; 

That night a thin, worn-out line of men 
held the heights of San Juan, and still 
Lawton’s division had not come up to pro- 
tect our right. All night long the weary 
cavalry was in constant danger of a flank 
attack. Fortunately the generalship of the 
Spaniards seems almost to have equaled 
our own in utter incompetence. If they had 
cared to take the initiative they could have 
walked right in past our cavalry line and 
straight through to Shafter’s headquarters 
without the slightest opposition. Either 
they mistook our strength or were them- 
selves too demoralized to act, and so the 


danger passed. 
Some Questions for Shafter. 


But these are the questions that Shafter 
has to answer: 

Why did he choose to fight two battles on 
one day when he had ample time to do the 
two things separately? ; 

Why did he risk an attack upon a strong 
line of intrenchments with no force to turn 
the position? ; 


Why had he only four little field ay es 
d 


at El Poso to attack San Juan when he 
two more batteries in reserve? 

Why did he permit the balloon to draw 
down Spanish fire on our advancing 
column? 

Why did he advance his men in column 
formation along a narrow lane known tothe 
enemy, keeping them under fire for a mile 
before they could see the enemy or reply to 
his fire? 

Why did he not select some point of van- 
tage—the hill for instance at El Poso—where 
he could have seen the progress of both 
fights with the greatest ease? 

And lastly, why did he cable Washington 
on the night of July 1 that we had lost 400 
men killed and wounded when, if he had 
taken the trouble to ride half a mile down 
the road from headquarters, he could have 
counted more than that number in lese than 
an hour during any period of the day after 
12 o’clock? 

General Joe Wheeler, like a good and 
chivalrous soldier, stands up for his com- 
manding officer; but there isnot a single sol- 
dier with or without a commission who 
fought at Caney and San Juan who would 
not like to hear each one of these questions

Paris Peace Agents Are Not All 
Decided Upon by Presi- 
dent McKinley. 


SENATOR DAVIS MAY SERVE. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 15.—[Special.]— 
Unusual interest was manifested here today 
in the announcement of the selection of Am- 
bassador Hay to be Secretary of State to 
succeed Judge Day and of Whitelaw Reid 
of New York to be Ambassador to Great 
Britain to succeed Colonel Hay and ex-Secre- 
tary Tracy of New York to be a Peace Com- 
missioner, as published exclusively in TAI 
TRIBUNE this morning. 

These selections meet with universal ap- 
proval. It is conceded that President Mo- 
Kinley has shown great wisdom in placing 
these men. The appointment of Secretary 
Day as President of the Peace commission 


mission has been appointed the President 


will have formulated a policy regarding the 
disposition of these islands that will meet 
with the approval of the country just as his 
every step and policy with regard to the 
war has been almost uhanimously indorsed. 


Discuss the New Possessions. 

Question affecting control of the islands 
of Cuba and Porto Rico are engaging the 
attention of President McKinley. He had 
interviews today with Secretary Alger, Gen- 
eral Corbin, and Major General Lee, and it is 
understood that the personnel of the two 
military commissions to settle the terms of 
evacuation of Porto Rico and Cuba was 
discussed. 

It.is believed that Major General Lee will 
be at the head of the Cuban commission and 
in command of the forces which will gar- 
rison Havana. He hopes to take the Sev- 
enth Army Corps with him and so expressed 
himself to Secretary Alger today. 

General Lee has taken great interest in 
his troops and those under his command are 
believed to be the best fitted for service of 
any in the army. General Lee is in a posi- 
tion to give most valuable information to 
the President regarding the policing and 

ning of Cuba. 

Nothing was received today from Admiral 
Dewey or General Merritt regarding the fall 
or Manila, but there is no anxiety felt by the 
administration, as the President has perfect 
confidence in Dewey and Merritt being able 
to successfully handle both the Spanish 
forces and Aguinaldo if he attempts to make 


any trouble. 
The terms of the protocol put the American 


forces in possession of the City, Harbor, and 
Bay of Manila, so that the question of oc- 
cupation of the island is not likely to create 
any difficulty in the final disposition of them. 

The notification that hostilities had been 
suspended is on its way to the American 
authorities at Manila by a special dispatch 
vessel, and the occupation of Manila, if not 
already accomplished by force of arms, will 
occur in acgordance with the terms of the 
protocol.

EULOGY IN TWO TONGUES. 


Prof. Von Klenze Speaks for Teu- 
tons; Luther Laflin Mills 
for Americans, 


WILLIAM VOCKE CHAIRMAN. 


Professor Camillo von Klenze of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, speaking in the tongue 
of the fatherland, and Luther Lafiin Mills, 
using the English language, paid tribute to 
the great Bismarck last night at the Audi- 
torium before a large assemblage of German 
and other lovers of the Iron Chancellor. It 
was a formal memorial meeting. Of the 
orators, the one spoke for the Teutonic pop- 
ulation, the other for the American dwellers 
in Chicago. 

A large choir, under Director Balatka, 
furnished the music. 

Of the nine numbers of the program five 
were musical, and, in response to repeated 
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‘will be universally commended, and the opin- 


fon everywhere expressed today was that no 
better equipped man than Ambassador Hay 
could be found as Judge Day’s successor in 
the State department. The same expression 
of approval was heard regarding the con- 
templated appointment of Mr. Whitelaw 
Reid as Ambassador to Great Britain. 

While President McKinley has not com- 
pleted the personnel of the Peace commis- 
sion the three men named in these dispatches 
this morning have been determined on. 
Judge Day will be President of the commis- 
sion, and there is the highest authority for 
saying that Senator Davis, chairman of the 
Foreign Relations committee, will be sec- 
ond on the commiseion. The selection of ex- 
Secretary Tracy as a member of this body 
will, from the general comment heard today, 
be satisfactory and popular. 

Allison Must Be Urged. 

There are still a number of names being 
canvassed for the remaifilng places on the 
commission, and the opinion is expressed in 
high official circles that Senator Allison, 
who is now on his way to Washington, will 
accept a place if urged to do so by the Pres- 
ident. Those who are best acquainted with 
Senator Allison's desires in the matter say 
that he is not anxious to serve on the com- 
mission, inasmuch as he anticipates un- 
usually hard work in the Senate next ses- 
sion in connection with the Finance and Ap- 
propriations committees and expects also 
that the Finance committee will meet prior 
to the convening of Congress in order to con- 
sider amendments to and modifications of 
the present revenue law. This will add 
greatly to his duties. If, however, President 
McKinley should express an earnest desire 
that Senator Allison serve as a Peace Com- 
missioner the latter, it is beMeved, will un- 
dertake the work. 

There seems to be some difficulty in secur- 
ing satisfactory Democratic representation 
on the commission. The commissioners 
finally appointed will all be in accord with 
the administration policy with regard to the 
Philippines. It is understood that prominent 
Democratic statesmen who have been ap- 
proached have shown an unwillingness to 
commit themselves on this subject, as they 
are uncertain as to what policy their party 
will mdorse in regard to the Philippines. 

The name of Lieutenant John M. 
Schofield, retired, has been prominently 
mentioned within the last few days. Gen- 
eral Schofield is a Democrat, and at one 
time was suggested as a possible candidate 
of his party for the Presidency. He is 4 
man of high military experience and attain- 


ments, and has been progressive in his ideas 


of territorial expansion. 

General Schofield has for many years ad- 
vocated the annexation of Hawaii, and it és 
believed his ideas regarding the Philippines 
are liberal and progressive. He has also had 
some diplomatic experience, having been 
sent to Paris in 1865 on a special mission. 

It is said that Assistant Secretary of State 
Moore may accompany the peace commis- 
sion to Paris in the capacity of an expert on 
tional law. His appointment has not 
been definitely decided on. It has been sug- 
gested that with Senator Davis as a mem-~- 
ber of the commission no better authority 
on international law is needed. Senator Da- 
vis has a widespread reputation on this sub- 
ject, and a course of lectures on interna- 
tional law which he delivered a few years 
ago in St. Paul is regarded as standard au- 
thority. 
| Studies the Eastern Problem. 

President McKinley is deeply engaged with 
the Philippines question, and is seeking in- 
formaton from every available source re- 
garding conditions in those islands. Ad- 
miral Dewey, Consul Wildman, General 
Merritt, and all United States officials n 
authority at that far off point are con- 
tributing to this fund of information.

States and Porto Rico.” 

While the Treasury authorities do not pub- 
licly admit it, the effect of this order is to 
practically place Porto Rico in the coast- 


wise trade. It is treated as an absolute pos-. 


session of the United States, as only United 
States vessels can be cleared from ports in 
this country in the trade with ports in that 
island. / 

As commander-in-chief of the army and 
navy the President can make whatever reg- 
ulations he deems necessary while this 
island is under military control. But the 
order today is thought to have been made 
with the anticipation that it will be perma- 
nent, and reinforced by act of Congress 
when Porto Rico becomes a Territory of the 
United States. It seems to have been made 
on the assumption that the negotiations now 
progressing for permanent peace will be 
successful. 

The opening of the ports in Cuba and Porto 
Rico may for a short time create a sort of 
mixed customs service. American military 
control in Cuba is now confined to the dis- 
trict of Santiago de Cuba, the Spanish au- 
thorities being in control at other ports. 

At Santiago a tariff has been put in force 
equalizing the rates on all imports, and 
making them practically the same as the 
minimum rates imposed under the Spanish 
law. At other ports the two rates of duty 
that existed under the Spanish law are still 
enforced. The same is true in Porto Rico. 

It will be some days, probably, before these 
inequalities can be remedied, but just as soon 
as possible the minimum Spanish rate will 
be the law at all Cuban and Porto Rican

Hours are tog short for 
learning so long a life as that of this great 
man, who for more than a half century, in 
public action, crowded each day with deeds 
and all the years with achievements, and 
the elements of whose personality were so 
varied, profound, remarkable.

Be- 
hold the imposing procession of events under 
his sublime command. The spirit of this 
man was an inheritance from the ages; he 
was the product of the long generations of 
Germany—the noble expression of the heroic 
in its character and aspirations.

Yesterday's heavy rainfall played havoc 
with the sport at Hawthorne, for while the 
clouds cleared away at noon the track was 
made so heavy that owners and trainers 
scrambled to scratch their entries for the 
day. When it was all over Secretary Kuhl 
found two races wiped out altogether and 
the others were in a more or less dilapidated 
condition. Four races would not do, so the 
Secretary hustled arqund and got up an extra 
race at a mile which proved fairly inter- 
esting. 

There was a fair sized crowd. The reported 
peace protocol drawn up by the lawyers of 
the Corrigan and Brenock factions and about 
to be signed by them, it was said, was the 
chief topic of discussion during the after- 
noon, the universal wish being that it would 
be signed and the war would come to an end. 

The feature of an otherwise decidedly dull 
afternoon was the success of a 150 to 1 
shot, and in a five-horse field.

FREE SILVER DEMOCRACY. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Aug. 15.—[Special.]—The 
Republican politicians from all parts of the 
State began to pour into the Plankinton 
House and the Pfister Hotel today and each 
of these hostelries is alive with the wire 
pullers of the La Follette and the Scofield 
factions. 

Thus far only the hitter partisans of each 
have arrived. It cannot be expected that 
these would show any great sympathy with 
the movement to secure a third candidate. 
The leaders of each faction claim that they 
are in the fight to stay; that it must be a 
fight to a finish between the factions, and 
the leader of each claims that it will be 
victorious. 

However, underneath the surface even of 
this gathering of partisans there is a strong 
current for a new man. This is especially 
the case with the candidates for the minor 


of the Congressmen. The partisan fight 18 
so bitter and feeling runs to such a height 
that these men will not give expression to 
their real views on the situation for fear 
they will offend either one or both of the 
factions, and consequently jeopardize their 
chances for success. 


i People Favor a New Man. 
A candidate for Congress said this aft- 
ernoon: 

There is no doubt that in my district the 
feeling among the people, not among the 
politicians, but among the real voters, is in 
favor of a new man. However, it will not 
do for me at this time to boldly proclaim that 
sentiment, but the time may come before the 
close of the convention when we can get to- 
gether and crystallize enough of the sen- 
ment for a new man to justify us in coming 
boldly out in advocacy of the convention 
throwing aside both Governor Scofield and 
Mr. La Follette.”’ 

The same sentiments were expressed by a 
number of candidates for the places on the 
State ticket under the Governor. They all 
admit that the exposé of the loose methods 
of conducting the Treasury department will 
work incalculable harm to the Republican 
party, especially in the case of the renomi- 
nation of Governor Scofield, who justly or 
unjustly is held responsible by the people for 
the condition of affairs in that department. 

The Scofield men claim that the only sen- 
timent in favor of the nomination cf a new 
man comes from the La Follette supporters, 
who they say are beaten to a standstill and 
whose hope now isin the choice of some man 
other than Governor Scofield. The La 
Follette men are equally bitter and claim 
the opposite, saying that the Scofield men 
are the only ones who want the third candi- 


date. 
La Follette Is Hopeful. . 

Mr. La Follette has opened headquarters 
at the Plankinton House. This suite of rooms 
was crowded all day with delegations from 
all portions of the State. He would not 
give out any statement himself, except to 
say that he was in the fight to stay, and that 
from the assurances which he has received 
from delegates he has more than enough 
to secure the nomination. Mr. La Follette 
claims to have 292 delegates absolutely in- 
structed for him without counting the con- 
ventions in Waukesha County, which were 
held today, and from which definite reports 
had not been received, while for Governor 
Scofield there are only absolutely instructed 
234 delegates. 

There will be 1,067 delegates in the con- 
vention, so that it can be readily seen that 
the uninstructed delegates easily have the 


control of the convention. Mr. La Follette 


claims that he has received positive assur- 
ances of more than enough of these dele- 
gates to make his nomination assured. Ile 
Says that all that he has is their word, their 
private pledge given him; that he has faith 
in human nature, and he does not believe 
that men as a whole are given to the bad 
habit of lying on such important matters.

Blanco Afraid to Meet Lee. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 15.—[{Special.]— 
News of Genera! Blanco’s resignation occa- 
sioned no surprise here, and when taken in 
connection with General Augusti’s desertion 
at Manila the belief prevails that these offi- 
cers of high rank fear violence at the hands 
of the American troops which will soon be in 
possession of their strongholds. This is 
truly a Spanish view and is attributable to 
ignorance, as the magnanimous treatment 
of Spanish soldiers who have fallen into the 
hands of the American forces should, in the 
judgment of, military men here, eliminate 
such 4deas from the minds of the Spaniards. 

General Blanco, although deprived of com- 
munication with thé outside world, undoubt- 
edly knows by this time that General Lee 
will carry out the threat he made when he 
left Havana. The promise he made Blanco 
to return at the head of an army is about to 
de fulfilled, and the prevailing opinion here 
is that Blanco's courage, if he ever pos- 
sessed any, has failed him. He naturally 
shrinks from a meeting with General Lee, 
whom he treated with such marked dis- 
‘courtesy when General Lee called at the 
ser to say good-by to the Captain Gen- 
eral, 

Probably the recollection of the idle boasts 
to defeat the hole American army have risen 
up like ghosts to mock him, and with these 
thoughts in his mind he has not the courage 
to meet the straightforward American Gen- 
eral, who so bravely championed the rights 
of American citizens who were unjustly de- 
prived of their liberty. It is thought Blanco 
resigned to save himself the humiliation of 
evacuating the island with his troops, and 
perhaps being forced to hand his side arms 
to the Yankees, whom he so cordially dis- 
likes. To escape this stigma he has forsaken 
the troops, who have stood by him through 
adversity, and abandoned them to their fate 
and without the first instinct of a soldier

MARQUISE DE FONTENOY’S LETTER.

in this country,is the only instance in modern 
times where a regularly ordained clergyman 
of the Church of England has attained an 
important political office in the administra- 
tion. A graduate of Cambridge University, 
he, after leaving the church—according to 
some for the church's good—commenced by 
allying himself to the Liberal party, and se- 
cured a seat in Parliament for Brighton on 
the Liberal platform. 

Deserting the camp of Mr. Gladstone, and 
joining the Tories, he was rewarded by Lord 
Salisbury with the office of Judge Advocate 
General, which he held in two Conservative 
Cabinets, receiving by way of compensation 
for being left out of the present administra- 
tion the honor of knighthood and a seat in 
the Privy Council, which gives him the right 
to the prefix of Right Honorable.” 

A passionate lover of golf, and holding the 
Presidency of several English golf clubs, he 
is likewise an exceedingly clever lawyer, as 
may be seen by the fact that he is not only 
Queen's Counsel but likewise a Bencher of 
Inn. 

Among his most conspicuous clients have 
been the ex-Khedive Ismail of Egypt, and 
likewise Zebehr. 
| The latter is one of the most murde 
cutthroats that has ever been produced by 
the dark continent, was known as the Lion 
King of the Soudan, and has done more than 
any one else to lay waste by his slave race 
the whole of central Africa. There is no 
name more execrated by whites and blacks 
alike than his, and the late General Gordon 
rendered him responsible toa greater degree 
than any one else in modern times for the 
horrors of the slave race. 

Under the circumstances the fact that an 
ordained clergyman of the Church of 
England, such as Sir William Marriott is, 
should have championed the cause of this 
arch-scoundrel, both In the law courts and 
in Parliament, excited much unfavorable 
comment. 

I may add there has always been a ques- 
tion as to the legality of the seat which Sir 
William occupied until a few years ago in 
Parliament, for clergymen of the Church of 
England are deprived, by virtue of their 
office, of electoral franchise, and in the same 
way there is an unwritten law against their 
occupying any seat in Parliament. There 
has always been a question, however, as 
to whether this related to all ordained clergy- 
men of the Church of England, or merely 
to beneficed ones. Sir William Marriott took 
advantage of the doubt. The law owes its 
origin to a fear lest the clergy might use 
the spiritual influence which they are sup- 
posed to enjoy over members of the church 


for political purposes. 


— 

The military authorities in England are 
much annoyed at having been forced by royal 
pressure to concede a place on the staff of 
General Sir Horatio Kitchener, the com- 
mander-in-chief of the British forces in 
India, to Prince Christian Victor of Schles- 
wig-Holstein. The latter is a grandson of 
the Queen, and the eldest boy of Princess 
Helena, a lady who is a möving spirit in 
all sorts of woman's organizations and as- 
sociations in the United Kingdom. 

The presence of a member of the foyal 
family in the field is always a source of 
much embarrassment and anxiety, not only 
to the principal General but likewise to all 
the commanding officers. The Prince is nat- 


urally anxious to take his share of the duties 


and dangers, and, being of course eager to 
win fame for gallantry, is disposed to run 
into needless risk and peril. 

On the other hand, the officers perfectly 
well know that if anything untoward hap- 
pens to the Prince, they will be held, if not 
officially at any rate morally responsible, 
and will have their future military career 
handicapped through the fact of their being 
out of favor at court. 

For royal favor counts for much in naval 
and military promotions in the monarchical 
countries of the old world. It will be re- 
membered that the adva ment of even so 
popular an officer as Lord Charles Beres- 
ford to the rank of Admiral (and previous- 
ly to the office of naval aid-de-camp to the 
Queen, to which he was entitled by seniority) 
was delayed for several years in a most un- 
just manner solely in consequence of the 
offense given to the royal family by mischief- 
making Lady Beresford in writing and cir- 
culating a typewritten pamphlet apropos 
of the bacearat scandal and of the part 
played therein by the Prince of Wales and the 
Countess of Warwick, whose name of Lady 
Brooke, which she bore at that time, was 
but slightly veiled by the udonym of 
Lady River in the pamphlet. 

No one can forget the species of shadow 
which rested for so long over the name of 
those English officers who took part in the 
Zulu war, where the Prince Imperial of 
France was killed while serving in the Brit- 
ish army. In the battle of Tel el Kebir 
Lord Wolseley, the present commander-in- 
chief of the English army, was as much 
concerned about the safety of the Queen’s 
favorite son, the Duke of Connaught, who 
commanded the brigade of Guards, and who 
was anxious to distinguish himself, ag he 
was about winning his victory; while the 
officers of the successful Ashantee expedi- 
tion a couple of years ago may be said to 
have been robbed of their laurels by the 
death through fever of the Queen's son-in- 
law, Prince Henry of Battenberg, who was 
serving on the staff of the co 

General. 

Under the circumstances it will be realized 
that the sending out of Prince Christian 
Victor of Schleswig-Holstein to serve on the 
staff of the Soudan army is not regarded as 
a blessing by the commanders of the expe-

WGULD KEEP THE COLONIES. 


Consul General Goodnow Writes a 
Strong Letter on the Subject of 
National Expansio 


Minneapolis, Minn., Aug. 15.—John Good- 
now, Consul General at Shanghai, China, in 
a private letter discusses the expansion pol- 
icy as follows: 

“We should hold the Philippine Islands, 
the Caroline Islands, and the Ladrone 
Islands, also Cuba and Porto Rico. It does 
not matter whether we call them war in- 
demnity or what. We need them in our 
business. You have no idea and cannot have 
until) you get out here, where all nationsare 
fighting for trade, what an intense jealousy 
there is of the United States. Just now the 
continental peoples seem more jealous of us 
than even of England. If we are to have 
anything to say we must have a navy; to 
have a navy we must have coaling stations. 
That means the Sandwich Islands and the 
Philippines. 

“To handle our navy economically and 
effectively we must build the Nicarauguan 
Canal, and in my opinion we should buy a 
strip of land across Nicaraugua to build our 
canal in our own territory. Look on the 
map showing the routes of full power 
steam vessels and you will see that every 
trade route to the isthmus passes Cuba and 
Porto Rico, and a strong country controlling 
those two makes the canal at the isthmus a 
private waterway whenever it wants to. Also 
Cuba controls the Gulf of Mexico and the 
water routes tothe mouth of the Mississippi. 
It is a big program, but I think we have got 
to do it. England controle absolutely one 
route to the Hast, by the Mediterranean and 
Suez Canal. Let us control the other route, 
by the Nicaragua, and the Anglo-American 

Hance rules the world. Not a continental 
nation would dare oppose us, for-we could 
starve them out. We are the people if we 
take our opportunities as they come along.”

Machinery Must Be in Motion. 

The rules require that all machinery ex- 
hibited shall as far as possible be kept in 
motion.

Pictures and Works of Art. 


In the contemporaneous exposi only 
works completed since May 1, will be 
admitted. Pictures, drawings, and engrav- 
ings, not framed engravings by industrial 
processes, and sculpture, not in terra cot- 
ta, are excluded. Applications must be 
made on the regular form, and shall con- 
tain a distinctive title of the work, its size, 
and the expositions at which the work may 
already have been exhibited. The number 
of works that may be exhibited by one 
artist is limited to ten. 

All works admitted to the exposition must 
be forwarded from Feb. 15 until Feb. 20, 1900, 
to the palace in which they are to be ex- 
hibited. All objects admitted to the exposi- 
tion shall be placed within the exposition 
from Dec. 1, 1899, until Feb. 28, 1900.

The petition gives the history of the old 
canal and its purposes, and points out that 
the lots in dispute above dam No. 2 are and 
always have been, since the canal was built, 
the property of the State, alleging that the 
defendant is attempting to take possession 
| of said property unlawfully. 

Trustee B. A. Eckhart said last 
night: Tam satisfied that this injunction 
‘will not lie. I do not know what the 
Commissioners are after.. We have d 
them all that they asked and we hold their 
receipt for $7,600 in lieu of all claims they 
might hold against the Drainage board. We 
have a contract with them in which all their 
rigkts are fully protected. I fail to see the 
justice of their present claims. 

At the meeting of the Engineering co 
mittee of the Drainage board the policy — 
lined by the board’s attorneys in regard to 
the ground controversy with the Canal com- 
mission was indorsed unanimously. The 
objections filed by the Canal board were 
taken up and all were thrown out except an 
objection to the size of the dam the drain- 
age canal will put in at Joliet. This was 
considered to be simply a move on the part 
of the Canal board to incerase the water sup- 
ply of the latter. The committee voted 
down the objection and decided to build ac- 
cording to its own specifications. 

The committee instructed the Marshal of 
the Sanitary district to increase his police 
force to the requisite number to maintain 
the policy agreed upon by the trustees. 

The objection urged by the Canal board in 
reference to the elevation of the Santa Fé 
tracks was taken under advisement by the 
committee. 

Engineer Randolph has begun work on 
section 18, the last section of the drainage 
canal work. Section 17 will be completed 
soon and the final gap between the two will 
receive the entire attention of the engineer- 
ing department. 

A bill for an injunction was filed in the 
Superior Court yesterday in which George 
P. Lee seeks to restrain the Drainage board 
from awarding the contract for the eight- 
track railroad bridge at 5 avenue to 
the Scherzer Rolling Lift Bridge company. 
Mr. Lee gives as reason for his action that 
‘in awarding the contract to the Scherzer 
company an unnecessary expenditure is 
made by the trustees. The bill alleges that 
the contract should have been given to the 
C. L. Strobel company, whose bid was the 
lowest of those submitted for the work.
